Per your request earlier this morning, attached is preliminary information which
documents CT&T-licensed LMDS systems authorized to operate in the 28 GHz band
in Canada and Brazil. In addition, CT&T, a sister company to Suite 12/CellularVision,
has informed us that licenses for LMDS in the 28 GHz band have been granted in
Venezuela (in 1993), Armenia (in 1993), Argentina (in early 1994) and Mexico (in late
1994).

As Shant Hovnanian mentioned yesterday, CT&T currently is in final
negotiations with entrepreneur groups in nine additional countries in various regions
of the world, who are expected to announce their plans to utilize the 28 GHz band for
LMDS in the near-term. In addition, CT&T is in negotiations with entrepreneur groups
in 17 additional countries, where the promise of LMDS technology in the 28 GHz band
has led to serious ongoing discussions. Obviously, for commercial reasons and
consistent with confidentiality agreements, it is impossible to disclose the parties to
these negotiations and the countries involved until formal announcements are made.

We will provide you with further information in response to your request as it
becomes available.
